THOMAS ROBINS THE YOUNGER 


Thomas Robins was born in Bath in 1743, the son of the well-known 
landscape painter of the same name. His work has hitherto been known 
only by an album of flower sketches and five finished drawings in the 
Collection of Lord Fairhaven. The present remarkable collection of 
drawings was recently brought to light in the library of the Bath and 
West and Southern Counties Agricultural Society, where it has been 
since the Society bought the drawings from Robins shortly before his 
death, in poverty, in 1806. They are no doubt the drawings which he 
advertised in the Bath Chronicle on November 29th, 1787: “Mr. Robins 
begs to announce that his pictures of Exotic plants and insects may be 
seen at his apartments in Chandos Buildings and at Mr. Rickard’s 
Print Shop, Broad Street.’ The purchase of the drawings by the Society 
is recorded in their Minute Books. On August 19th, 1805, the Super- 
intendence Committee recorded ‘two Volumes of Paintings in Natural 
History by T. Robins being sent with a pressing request that the Society 
would buy them at some price, in aid of the artist’s great Distress— 
there being upwards of 100 capital paintings, theretofore valued at 
upwards of £100: the Committee ventures to Commission Mr. Matthews 
to buy the vols. at 20 Guineas, pledging the Credit of the Society that 
the author shall have the Liberty to re-purchase them, at the same 
Money, at any Time within two Years.’ Robins died a few months later 
without redeeming the drawings, and a meeting of the same committee 
on May 2nd, 1806 ‘resolv’d that the Paintings of Plants and Insects by 
the late Mr. Robins, 2 vols. folio, be deemed the Property of the 
Society.’
